hair follicles of the beard is 
known as barber's itch or sycosis 
vulgaris, ringworm of the b e a -d is 
called tinea Barbae or ringworm of 
the beard. 
This condition chiefly 
affects men because women do not 
have hair on the face 
in 
most 
cases. 
The ringworm type is not 
likely to affect the upper lip. 
Usually there are more or less 
extensive patches in which the hair 
follicles are swollen and red and 
som etim es the development of blis­ 
ters which are filled with pus. 
lf the person concerned does not 
shave regularly 
crusts 
acc u m u ­ 
late am ong the hairs and im pris­ 
on the infected m aterial under the 
crusts. 
Because the hair follicles 
have been filled with this infectious 
material, the hairs may be easily 
pulled out. 
The skin betw een the 
hair follicles become t h i c k e n e d 
and swollen, sometimes itching and 
form ing scales. 
T his form

The treatm en t of this condition 
is 
exceedingly 
difficult. 
Som e­ 
times it is necessary to pull out the 
hairs from 
the 
infected 
areas. 
Som etim es X -ray Is applied in or* 
der to cause the hair to fall out sn 
th at the antiseptic substances n e­ 
cessary to destroy the organisms 
may be applied. 
Various antiseptics are used for 
th is purpose. 
Since, however, all 
of them are strong, they should not 
be used except under the direction 
of a doctor who understands ju st 
how much of the antiseptic to com ­ 
bine with 
the lotion or o intm ent 
th at is applied to the skin. 
If there Is ringworm elsewhere 
on the body and if there is an y 
condition affecting the scalp, th a t 
m ust be most seriously considered 
at the sam e time th at the ringw orm 
is treated on the face. 
If not, the 
condition once cured on the face 
may be lighted up again by th® 
carrying 
over of m aterials from 
other portions of the body.
